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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument filed on 03/17/2004, have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Amberg et al. does not teach or suggest 
receiving information indicative of a location scenario related to where the software system is being installed (see page 7, lines 20-22). 
Amberg et al. discloses Fig. 1, an order received and processed at STEP MAKER 140 (setup component) and TARGET SYSTEM 160 
(software installed) is at a different location in the network (See Amberg col. 4:38-47). An indicative of location is inherent otherwise it wi 
be inoperative that the TARGET SYSTEM 160 will not be installed with software. 

In response to applicant's argument that Jones et al. does not teach or suggest the software system determined based at least in part on 
the location scenario (see page 8, line 9). In fact, Jones et al. discloses "provides the most efficient setup path for the system 
administrator managing the remote machine" (E.g. see col. 1:50-53). 
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
